Calling. As theſe things hurt themſclves intheir conſciences 


| and credit, ſohavethey, and, if they be continued, till will 


make them hurefull to others ; The reaſon is, becauſe they 
break out oftheir owne ore, and move irregularly; there is 
a curſe upon theirleaving of their owne place. The heavenly 
bodies while ve” Saas. within their own ſpheres give light” 
andcomfort tothe world, But if they ſhould break ont, and 
fall from th:ir regular and proper motions , they would ſcr 
the world onfirc : fo have theſe done while they keptthem- 
ſelves tothe. work. of their miniſtry alone, and- gave them- 
ſelves to prayer, nd the miniſtry of the Word, according to 
the cxamplc of the Apoſtles , the world reccived the greateR 
benefits by them , they were the light, and life thereof ; Bur 
When their ambition caſt them down like ſarres from heaven: 
to carth, and they did grow onceto be adyanced above their 
brethren, I doeappeale to all who have beene verſed inthe 
ancient Ecclefiaſticall ftorics, or moderne Hiſtories, whether 
they haye not been the common incendiaries of the Chriſtian 
world,neyer ccaſmg from contention one with another about 
the precedency of their Sees, and Churches, Excommunica- 
tons another , drawing Princes tobe parties with them, 
thereby caſting them into bloody warres. Their ambiti- 
on, and intcrmedling with ſecular affaires and State bufinefle, 
hath bin the cauſe of ſhedding more Chriſtian blood thenany 
thing elſe in the Chriſtian world, and this no man can deny 
that 18 verſcd in Hiſtory;But we need not go out of our own 
Kingdome for cxamplcs of their inſolency and cruelty;when 
they had a dependency vpon the Pope, and any footing there- 
by eutof the Land, there were never any that carries them- 
ſclves with ſo much ſcorn and inſolency towards the Princes 


ofthis Kingdom,as they have done. Twoofthem the Biſhop 7 ;ncolne, 


that-laſt ſpake hathnamecd, but inſtances of many more may 
be given whercofthere would be no'cnd; Although the Pope. 
be caſt off, = now there is another inconvenience no lefle 
prejudiciall to the Kingdome by their fitting in this Houſe, 


and that is, they have ſuch an abſolute dependency upon the 


King, that they fit not here as freemen, That which isrequi- 
fite to freedome, is to be yoid of hopes and fearcs ; Hee that 
can 
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_ - anlay downe theſe is a free-man and will beſo in this houſe, 
' Bur for the Biſhops av the caſe ſtands withthema , it is nor 
likely they wHl lay afide their hopes, greater Biſhopricks be- 
ing ſtill inexpcRancy : and for their fearcs they cannot lay 
| them downe , fines their places and feats/in Parliament arc 
not inveſted in them by blood, and fo hereditary ; but by n« 
nexatian of a Barony to their oe CP on that 
office, ſothat they may be deprived aftheir office, nd thereby 
of their placey.at the Kings pleaſare, they doe not fo much as 
fit here dum bene (e gefſerint , 2s the Judges now by. your 
Lordſhips petition-to the King: have their places gra 
them, butat will and pleaſure, and therefareasthey were all 
excluded by Edw. the firſt as long as hee pleaſed, and Lawes 
made exclaſo Clero, {> may they beby any King athis pleaſare 
in like manner, they maſt needs therefore bee in an abſoluce 
dependeneie upon the Crovene, and thereby at devotion for 
their yotos, which how-prejudiciall it hath beene, and Will

Now inthe time of the Goſpell God hath appointed 
the fooliſhnefſe of preaching ( tor ſothe world accompts 
it ) tobe the theancs whereby he will ave thoſe that be- 
leeve; I conceive where there arc no' gifts inabling 
men to preach, there might bee a lawfull and profi- 
table uſc of reading of printed Sermons and Homilies, 
and inſuch caſe they might very lawfully be heard ; - Buc 
if ſome men nporr pretence 'ito'-prevent | extravagant 
Preaching; ould take/upon them: to ſet forth a booke 
of publike or common Sermons fit for all times and oc- 
 cafjons, and ſhould injoyne Miniſters! to conforme to 
thoſe, and uſc no other preaching at all,” bur the reading 
of theſe ' common Sermons or Homilics fodeviſed for 
publike worſhip, this would make ir utterly. unlawfall,

- Secondly, I ſay that there isa twofold ſeparation, one 
from the Univerfall or Catholike Church, which can no 
otherwiſe be made but by denying the faith, (for Faith and - 
Love arc the Requilites unte that communton) the other 
is a ſeparation fromthis or that particularChurch or con- 
grcgation,and that not in reſpet of difference with them 
in matter of faithor love, but in diſlike -onely of Tach- 
m—_ in their externall-worſhips and Liturgics as 
they doc admit of, and would-injoyne-upon others. This 


_ tis aſcparation not from their perſons as they are Chri- 


ſtians, but from their corruptions- in matter of worſhip 
as they arc therewith defiled-; And this ſeparation every 
man that will keepe bimſclfe pure from other mens ſins, 
and not fin againſt his own conſcience, muſt make. And I 
will ingenuouſly confcfle,” that there are many things in 
many Churches or Congregations in England prattiſed, 
and injoyned upon all to be practiſed and ſaffered, which 
I cannot praiſe, nor admit of; except I ſhould finagainſt 
the light of my conſcience, untill I may out of the word 
of God be convinced of the lawfulnefie of them, which 
hitherto I could never ſee ſufficient ground for. But my 
Lords, this is ſo farre from making me the greateſt Sepa- 
ratilt in Eng/axd, that it cannot argue me tobe any at al] ; 
for my Lords, the Biſhops doc know that thoſe whom 
they uſually apply this terme unto are the Brownilts (as 
they call them by another name })) and they knowr their 
renents. The truth is, they differ with us in no fundamen- 
tall point of do&rine or ſaving truth, as 1 know. 

Their failing is in this, they hold that there is no 
true Church in Eng/ard, no true Miniſtry , no true 
worſhip, which depend the one upon the other, they
